A BIG LOCK-OUT. 


The Big Strike of the New York Cigar- 
makers—Labor Matters. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

New YORE, January 16.—The trouble between 
the Cigar Manufacturer’s Association and their 
employes was not settled Thursday and the 
result will be a lockout in the sixteen shops 
on Wednesday next which will throw 
about 10,000 people out of employment. 
Thursday morning the cigar-makers in Brown 
& Harie’s shop, acting on instructions of 
the Progressive Union, did not go to work. 
The number of men out in this shop and that 
of Levy Bros. was about 800. In the afternoon 
Président McOoy ofthe Manufacturer’s As- 
sociation told the strikers’ committee that un- 
less the men returned to these shops within 
three davs, all shops would lock out their men. 

About 1,000 cigar-makers crowded into Con- 
cor dia Hall at Second street and First avenue, 
last night. About fifty members of the Pro- 
gressive Union went in early and took a stand 
on the platform. Louis Wolder presided. 
Secretary 8. Gomper of the International 


Union was called on to report the decision of 
the manufacturers. Then there was a hum of 
oices in the front, where the Progressive 
nion men stood which gradually rose to a 
roar. The president beat a tattoo and the 
whole body of men in the rear took their 
cigurs out their mouths and howled at the Pro- 
gressive men. Mr. Fuss, a Progressive man 
with a high-keyed voice, ask in German 
that a Progressive man be allowed to speak. 
Mr. Le orte, another Progressive man, 
eee up and down and shouted at the top 
of his voice that he had risen to a point of or- 
der.

THE RINK MURDER. 


AN INVESTIGATION OF THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
THAT LED TO RAISBECK’S DEATH. 


The Coroner Holding an Inquest To-Day— 
Witnesses Recite the Incidents that Led to 
the Tragedy—Testimony of All the Parties 
Concerned. 


At 10 o’clock this morning Coroner Nidelet 
and a jury began the inquest upon the body of 
Charles W. Raisbeck, the young man who was 
killed Thursday evening in a quarrel on the 
sidewalk in front of the Star Skating Rink. 
The first witness examined was Mr. John Rob- 
ertson, father of the young man whose colli- 
sion with D. Castleman Webb led to the fatal 
quarrel. He repeated the story which 
he told yesterday to a Post-DIsPpaToH 


reporter, laying the blame for the trouble upon 
Webb and his friends, and de that he and 
his son had assaulted Webb.

He stated thata reconciliation followed the 
at saying: ‘‘Itold them to shake hands.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


Ir is well for the future of the Established 
Church in England that the Liberal journals are 
not only willing, but anxious to aid her in the 
vigorous efforts at reform she is inaugurating, 
by pointing out gently, but firmly, in what 
those reforms should consist. The evil of 
evils which is crying aloud for justice, and to 
which all others are subordinate, is the method 
of distribution of the ecclesiastical loaves and 
fishes. It is pointed out that thousands of 
poor curates are vainly trying to starve on 
something less than £100 per annum, for which 
sum they contract to do all the work 
ot a parish whose wealthy rector is lux - 
uriating in idleness. It is also stated 
that there exists no less than 100 livings with 
an average population of 16,000 and an aver- 
age endowment of less than 4300 each. The 
rector of St. Andrew’s, Undershaft, draws an 
income of £2,400 for workamidsta population 
of 827 souls. There are fifty livings whose 
spiritual head drawsan average of £1,000 per 
annum, amidst an average population of 522. 
That is to say the clergymen in these parishes 
gets £274 per head for looking after the spirit- 
ual wants of his parishioners. Many of these 
wealthy rectors own several such livings and 
starve a curatea piece ineach of them for 
doing all the work, while they take their ease, 
insome totally different part of the country 
or abroad, and confine their clerical duty to 
pocketing the tithes from each parish, minus 
the £75 or £100a year which goes to ‘‘the 
curate.’’ 


THE Queen of England performed the other 
day one of those kindly acta which has so 
endeared her to the English people. As she 
was driving through Windsor she observed 
from the windows of her carriage a cab-horse 
tall dead. An outrider was sent to make in- 
quiries, and on learning the nature of the ac- 
cident Her Majesty caused an intimation to be 
conveyed to the lamenting owner that he 
should be presented with another horse from 
the Royal stables.

{THE DISTINGUISHED BACTERIOLOGIST ON 
PASTEUR’S TREATMENT OF RABIES. 


The Importance and Scope of the Field of In- 
vestigation Opened by the French Scientist— 
The Successful Experiments—Practical Sug- 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DisPpatou. 

NEW YORK, January 16.—Dr. Frank 8. Bu- 
lings, the bacteriologist, who has just re- 
turned from Paris with the Newark children 
who were treated by M. Pasteur for hydro- 
phobia, yesterday gave to the Post-DIsPATOH 
correspondent the conclusions he has arrived 
at ooncerning the new treatment, and ex- 
pressed his gratitude at the opportunity given 
him to meet the French scientist and study the 
methods pursued in his laboratory. Dr. Bil- 
lings feels keenly the importance and scope of 
the field of investigation opened by Pasteur, 
and he is anxious to have America take up the 
burden of inquiry and carry it forward, 
not only in the interest of humanity, but 
of the valuable domestic animals which 
have, in recent years, fallen prey in such num- 
bers to contagious or infectious diseases. Re- 
garding his more immediate mission, to succor 
the Newark children from a dreaded outbreak 


of the disease, Dr. Billings is confident that it 
has m et with the happiest results, 

I have no doubt, he said, that if these 
children have been bitten by a mad dog—which 
has by no means yet been proven—the treat- 
ment may be considered a success. To be 
‘sure, we cannot be certain of this until a year 
and a half goes by, for rabies is of such a sin- 

lat nature and so little understood as hae 

time only can bring us certainty. Still I 
think we are justifiedin deeming the treatment 
suo In the same männer Pasteur 
has treated dogs and rabbit that 
had not been bitten, with virus ually in- 
creasing in virulence. After owing some 
time to elapse, he inoculated these ani- 
mals with most rabid material and kept them 
for some length of time.

These experiments have conclusively 
shown that Pasteur's treatment can or 
revent the development of rabies, ° 
cial and natural, in animals.

surely produce rabies had not the ameliorating 
constitutional treatment been resorted to, 
Argoing from these premises, 1 think we are 
jus in believ the treatment of the 
children a success. e practical suggestions 
which one derives from these observations 
show that we can now safely kill a sup 
rabid dog, thereby doing away with all er 
of its causing further trouble to humanity 
or animals. If the brain of this do 
is uninjured, we can inoculate a rabie wit 
the brain substance, and if the dog was really 
rabid the disease will develop in the course of 
two weeks. These researches of Pasteur have 
by no means brought the question of the pre- 
vention of canine rabies, as well as human, to 
a definite conclusion. Pasteur has not yet 
been able to demonstrate the presence of a 
specific microbe in the brain substance of 
rabid animals, though Fol of Geneva claims to 
have done this. We have now to endeavor to 
do this and to cultivate this microbe 
in an artificial manner entirely free from the 
animal organism, and then to make inocu- 
lative experiments upon dogs to produce 
rabies in them, and thereby prove that 
we have isolated the right bacteria. 
This being done, we have to find out 
means by patient experiment for the attenua- 
tion of sucn an artificial virus, so that it 
can be used in the manner now employed b 
Pasteur. By far, the greater question is to fin 
a means of vaccinating dogs with such a 
, and to prove that it will give them 
immunity ‘rom the virus of rabid dogs. 
being found practicable, it will only be neces- 
sary to make a law that ali dogs shall not only 
be licensed, but shail be so treated. Dogs not 
so treated.should not be allowed to exist.

PROPOSED ESTABLISHMENT OF A LABORATORY 
in this country for carrying out Pasteur's 
me*>ods, I wish to say that, so far as human 
te = are concerned, Ido not think it would 
be advisable. So few people out of our 50,000, -

It would be cheaper to send the patients to 
France. On the other hand, I believe it is ab- 
solutely necessary that the erican ople 
should recognize the existence of a great num- 
ber of contagious and infectious diseases, both 
in their own species as well as in our valuable 
domestic animais.

THE “IRON MAN.” 


G. W. Monks, an Ex-Union Soldier, Living 
with a Bullet in His Brain. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPaTOH. 

New York, January 16.—Among the privates 
of the Eighty-sixth Regiment of New York 
Volunteers who were at the battle of Chancel- 
lorsvile, fought on May3, 1868, was George 
Washington Monks, a young man hardly 20 
years old. Chancellorsville was his eighteenth 
battle, and it proved to be his last. About 2 
o’clock on the afternoon a musket ball struck 
him on the head, entering the right parietal 
bone and dropping into the skull to the base 
of the brain, where it lodged. The result in 
every previous case of that kind was death 
within seven days, but Monks is still alive, 
and the musket ball is stillin his brain. For 


nearly twenty-three years he has been & 
— marvel to physicians, who have 
named him the ‘‘iron man.’’ The wound par- 
alyzed Monk’s right side, drawing itup and 
distorting it terribly. It also completely broke 
down his nervous system, and in the years 
since he recovered from his wound he has had 
no less than 7,000 convulsions. For the first 
few years Mrs. Monks, the mother of the 
wounded man, had worked hard to provide 
for him. Several years ago, however, he re- 
ceived some arrears of pension, and since 
then he has been more comfortable. His phy- 
sician is Dr. Thos. Holmes. 

J saw him wounded,’’ said Dr. Holmes, 
but Ithought the wound fatal and paid no 
attention tohim. He did not die, however, 
and was brought to New York and placed in a 
hospital, where Dr. Valentine Mott, took 
charge of him. Drs. Mott, Parker, and all 
other great surgeons consulted whether they 
should open his skull, but decided thatthe 
operation would be too dangerous and sent 
him home to his mother in Williamsburg. 
Except during his convulsions Monks’ mind 
is perfectly clear. This afternoon I asked him 

he recollected the old army rule about 
chickens. ‘Oh, yes,’ said he, ‘any rooster 
that crowed within two miles of the 
army was condemned to lose its life,’ 
and then he laughed heartily. Monks is dy- 
ing at last. He knows he is, but he has faced 
death so often that he is not in the least 
alarmed. ‘All the doctors in the world can’t 
save me now, he said to me. I've got m 
summons from our Grand Commander an 
I’m going to obey it. 

Harry Lee Post, G. A. R., was yesterday 
notified by Dr. Holmes of Monks’ condition. 
They said that they would look after him. 
Monks’ needs no money, but the Post will 
bury him with military honors when he dies, 
and will see that he is not forgotten immedi- 
ately. His death will interest the surgeons 
quite as much as did his curious life witha 
bullet in his brain.

Into, the Parliamen and diplomatic ca- 
reer of the Father of the German Empire, and 
the details of the long struggle which termin- 
ated in its consolidation, the limits of this 
necessarily brief review will not permit us to 
enter. In 1851 the yous diplomatist was sent 
to Frankfurt and shortly afterwards ap ointed 
representative of Prussia in the re-established 
Federal Diet. There he remained for eight 
years, convincing himself more and more of 
the absurdity of the Federal Organization, of 
the necessity of a National Union under Prus- 
sian hardship and of the impossibility of at- 
taining this and without war with Austria.

since the death of Frederic the Great, a reall 
capable ruler, one worthy to be named wi 
the Great Elector and erick William I. 
Emperor William is not possessed of genius, 
unless an unusual amount of common sense is 
genius. 

He is an able organizer of armies, and an ex- 
88 ood judge of men. His most val - 
unable trait has been a fixedness of resolve, 
which often approaches obstinacy. Having 
once decided that a certain person is worthy 
of his confidence, or that a certain line of pol- 
icy is expedient, no amount of opposition will 
make him withdraw his confidence frem his 
man or alter his measures. Thistraitin King 
William's character has often been sorely try- 
ing to his brilliant and imperious Minister 
but without it that Minister’s career would 
have been impossible. Onlya very obstinate 
King would have kept Bismarck at the head of 
his Government during the three years before 
Konig-gratz. 

In 1869 Prince Bismarck 

PROCEEDED TO ST. PETERSBURG 

for the purpose of cementing the friendly re- 
lations already existing between Russia and 
Prussia. His aim, of course, was to secure 
Russia’s neutrality in the event of war be- 
tween Prussia and Austria. In 1862 he was re- 
called to Berlin and offered the Minister-Pres- 
idency of Prussia. He was disinclined to ac- 
cept it, at least before he had satisfied himself 
that his plans against Austria would not be 
opposed by France. To France he went ac- 
cordingly as the Ambassador of the Prussian 
King and remained there through the summer. 
When,in the autumn he was peremptorily 
summoned to Berlin, he was satisfied that 
Napoleon could be managed. He had read his 
man to the bottom; knew precisely what pro- 
portions of idealism and craft entered into his 
mental make-up, and (perhaps not the least 


important part of his mission) he

Minister President of Prussia was a madman, 


who, with a little encouragement would bring 
Prussia to the verge of ruin, and open golden 
opportunities to the cool and far-sighted Em- 
eror of the French. Eight years later the 
mperor was a prisoner in Germany, and 
King William was marching on Paris witha 
united Germany at his back. 
To trace the history of those 
WONDERFUL EIGHT YEARS 

does not lie within the province of the re- 
viewer. How the Schleswig-Hoistein question 
was solved by the Danish war; the German 
question by the wars with Austria and France 
and with what marvellous skill and foresight 
Bismarck continued to gain at the close of 
each struggle ground of diplomatic vantage 
for this coming contest, is it not recorded in 
the book ofthe Historian Lowe that all who 
run may read? 

On the 30th of June, 1870, M. Ollivier, chief of 
the French Cabinet, publicly declared that at 
no time was the preservation of peace 80 as- 
sured as at present.’’ 

In less than a fortnight from this date France 
had resolved to declare war against Germany. 
When once it became clear to the French nation 
that Bismarck had compassed his purpose 
with res to Russia, the malicious rage of 
the French nation against the rising power 
that threatened to dispute its traditional 
queenship of the continent became all the 
more deep as it felt its fury to be impotent. 
Jou accursed head of Germany, you have 
been prospering in the world lately and I have 
not. Such was now the uppermost thought 
in the Napoleonic mind, and the Napo- 
leonie mind truly reflected the feelings 
of the French nation, representing the accu- 
mulated , jealousy, defeats and disap- 
ce gy of half a dozen years. These feel- 

gs had now at last taken the form of a pile 
of explosive powder which only waited for the 
touch of fire, and lo! the diabolic genus of 
history was swift to approach with a flaming 


brand.

Dixey’s Earliest Efforts. 

From the New York WORLD. 

Few who attended the Dixey ball last evening 
have the least idea of what a remarkable rise 
Dixey has made in the world. He is a Boston 
boy and a born comedian. When 12 years old 
he manifested a desire to become an actor. He 
was of medium size, slim, and a great favor - 
ite among his playmates.. He lived with his 
mother in that part of the South End known 
as the South Cove. He was a constant attend- 
ant at the Howard and St. James Theaters, the 
latter being situated where the Continental 
Clothing Store now stands. The only part of 
the performance that interested him was the 


clog dancing. He was continually practicing 
some new steps on bulkheads, sidewalks, etc. 
It was not long after he began to learn to dance 
before he was able to go through a clog, and 
his style even at that age was excellent. He 
attended the Crimmer School on Common 
street, and the time allotted for recess was in- 
variably spent by Dixeyand Dalein dancing in 
some corner of the school-yard for the edifica- 
tion of their companions. 

Mackie, who since has made quite a reputa- 
tion as a dancer, also was a pupil at the same 
school. Both Dixey and he claimed to be the 
superior dancer, and at nearly every recess- 
they would give exhibitions of their agility. 
Dixey always was declared the better. Time 
and time again had Dixey's friends asked him 
why he did not try to geta job as a song-and- 
dance man, but he always would say: ‘‘What 
is the use; we have no voices. Dixey finally 
J nape a pair of clogs, and with some of 

is companions would visit the free-and-easy 
saloons. His companions passed around the 
hat while Dixey was dancing. He lived then 
with his mother in a house on the thoroughfare 
then called Plymouth court, but since changed 
to Knapp street. 

Whenever his mother went visiting Dixey 
and his companions would assist him to bring 
his mother’s sheet, mattress, table and chairs 
down to the cellar, where they would give a 
show. Thesheet was used as a curtain and 
the table served as the stage. The footlights 
were pieces of candies. The admission on 
such occasions was ten nails, ten pins ora 
penny, and as ‘‘Dixey’s Circus’’ was always 
well patronized by the boys and girls of the 
neighborhood, be did a flourishing business of 
the kind. Dixey’s mother dropped in one day 
when the circus was in full blast, confiscated 
the ‘‘stage outfit, cuffed the boy’s ears and 
drove away the audience, closing forever the 
show. Soon after this he became attached to 
the Howard, which was the stepping-stone to 
his bright and eventful career.

This curious experience of Mr. Hatl 
seems to be that of all persons who have 
become blind after the early years of life 
have passed. ‘The blind who have been so 
afflicted from birth never dream of seeing 
anything. Theimpressions of their dreams 
are regulated 1 4 e impressions made and 
ideas obtained by the sense of touch, of 
hearing, of taste and smell. One of the 
most intelligent inmates of the West Phil- 
adelphia Home,“ who came into the 
world blind, says that, although he has 
read a great deal, he never dreams 
of the things he has read about, 
and never dreams of any thing or 
person with which he has not in some way 
come in personal contact. He dreams of 
music, of the voicesof persons he knows, 
of such incidents as might happen at the 
Home or some place in which he has 
actually been, but never of incidents in 
other places or other lands. Of a land- 
scape, a picture, a tree, or a human being 
he never dreams. Even although he has 
read descriptions of localities, of natural 
beauties, of the appearance of a street or 
a city no idea of what they look like is 
formed in his mind, and none comes to 
him in the fancies of his sleep. 

A blind man has been known to dream 
of a enone, and he thus tells the story: 1 
heard a voice at the door, and 1 said: 
Bless me, if that ain't John,’ and I took 
him by the sleeve; it was his shirt-sleeve I 
felt, and I was afraid of him. Then I 
dreamed that he continued to te, me, 
asi knew that he was dead. thought 
that I was being * by his Fhost. 
Then I woke up, and felt no more.“ Our 
blind friend at the Home often dreams of 
being out on the street or in the 1 
but he did not dream that he saw the 
street or the scenery in the country, but 
he felt the open air of the country and rec- 
ognized the street because he was dream- 
ing of one along which he had frequently 
walked. 

Curious and full of interest as are the 
dreams of the blind of every condition, 
there is a class of blind people whose 
sleeping impressions are of especial 
interest—that class of unfortunate 
people who become blind when quite 
young, at a period when external objects, 
and the outward world generally, had just 
begun to make an impression upon them. 
Such blind people sometimes, but not al- 
— be dream that they can see; but in 
their vision they see things with the eyes 
of childhood, and they never dream of any 
scene or object except those which, like a 
dim recollection, have remained in the 
memory from what they actually saw be- 
fore they became blind. A blind man who 
was stricken at the ageof5 years and 
never visited the country, dreams of see- 
ing city streets, city houses or city parks, 
but never of country scenery, of a rail- 
road, or of a river, and so vice versa. As 
often as not this class of blind persons 
dream ds if they had never been blind at 
all, and at other times as if all memory of 
blindness had passed from them.

rages, to defy public opinion, and to make 
I impossible. And it is proved a pos- 

iori, from innumerable examples in the 
history of legislation in our own country, 
where gigantic monopolies have been fos- 
tered, to the oppression of the poor, and 
a system of corners“ has been main- 
tained by unrighteous laws and the fail- 
ure to pass righteous ones.

Life in St. Petersburg. 
From the Atlantic Monthly. 

Let us, then, try to realize for a mo- 
ment what life in St. Petersburg is, not to 
the easy-minded traveler, whose home is 
faraway and who may leave Russia at 
any moment, but to the native resident, 
whose family ties and general interests— 
to say nothing of patriotism—bind him to 
the country even more firmly than he may 
chance to be attached to it by the arbi- 
trariness of the police. The lodging- 
house, under circumstances like these, 
wears an aspect strikingly suggestive of 
the jail. EKxigencies of state turn the 
communal dwelling-place and its pictur- 
esque survivals into an aggregation of 
cells, watched over by a house-porter in 
the pay of the police. This functionary is 
a very Heimdal in sharpness of senses; he 
hears the faintest sounds, and sees without 
any light whatever; while his omnipres- 
ence when not wanted is far more com- 
plete than any magic carpet of Arabian 
tale could make it. This person it is who 
mounts guard at the porte cochere to 
watch entries and exits; it is he who sees 
that all the lodgers are properly numbered 
and pigeon-holed at police headquarters; 
he who keeps a record of the personal 
habits, companions and resorts of every 
man, woman and child under his charge; 
he, too, who reports regularly to the au- 
thorities any ‘‘suspicious circumstances’’ 
which may come under his notice. If a 
christening, a wedding, or a funeral is to 
bring together a few friends, it is the 
house-porter who facilitates the intrusion 
of police spies, ready to snatch at any 
scrap of colloquial ‘‘sedition” capable of 
conversion into roubles or advance- 
ment.

A Novel with a Singular Plot and a Curious

When a woman undertakes to reform the 
world and show up the vices of society with 
her pen, two things are necessary: One, that 
her own mind be pure; the other, that she 
possess the necessary talents, literary, critical 
and otherwise, requisiteto the purpose. In 
order to write a novel of this class, an author 


diving into the basest instincts of humanity, 
and studying man and woman at their worst, 
she is very apt—almost certain, in fact—to 
brush off the delicate and instinctive purity of 
her own nature, and to acquire a dark, low 
and degraded opinion of humanity as a whole, 
instead of confining her strictures to the class 
she has been studying. Further than this, 
while stimulating her imagination by such 
means, for the purpose of picturing scenes of 
vice and sensuality, she is very apt to excite in 
herself a reflex of the very passions she con-: 
demns in others, and instead of showing up in 
its true colors the vices of society, she will 
but succeed in displaying the impurity of her 
own nature. 

A novel from the pen of Ella Wheeler Wil- 
cox, author of ‘‘Poems of Passion,’’ is likely 
to receive something more than the half in- 
quiring, half contemptible glance at the title 
that experienced novel readers usual bestow 
upon a writer’s first novel. Mal Moulee’’ is 
a specimen of a class of novel that critics are 
apt to view with deep suspicion. It belongs 
to that class of fictional writing known to the 
initiated as the ‘‘novel with a purpose,’’ and, 
unfortunately, in this case, the purpose isa 
bad one. ‘‘Mal Moulee’’ is not the book that 
any parent would be justified in permitting an 
innocent daughter to read (possibly, however, 
the writer may urge that she did not write 
Mal Moulee’’ for innocent daughters), but, 
as a matter of enforced choice, we should pre- 
fer to lay it even in the hanas of our daughters, 
than in those of a son in whom we 

-wished to inculcate the simplest principles of 

manly honor and morality. A more disgust- 
ingly mean and contemptible character than 
the ‘‘hero,’’ (7) Percy Durand, who is intro- 
duced by the author as an ‘‘idealized type“ of 
the men found in every city in America, it 
would not be easy to conceive. He has not even 
the courage to sin in a manly way, and we can- 
not but feel aggrieved to think that 
our English neighbors, to whom the 
work is introduced by Sampson Low 
& Co., should be calmly informed by an 
American writer that such is the common 
style of American manhood. Of the two 
female characters, Dolores King is a suitable 
match for her paramour,the hero, while 
Helena Maxon, whom Mrs. Wilcox gives us as 
her ideal of The perfect woman, nobly 
planned’’ etc., is not only a woman with 
opinions—that we might forgive herif her 
opinions were sensible—but one who has not 
the courage even of the absurd opinions she 
does profess. 

On the other hand, we may say in favor of 
the work that the plot is connected; the inter- 
est, for readers accustomed to strongly fla- 
vored literature, well sustained; and that the 
ethics of life as laid down by Mrs. Wilcox, 
through the mouths of her characters, are 
very much better than those displayed through 
their lives. 

The plot of ‘‘Mal Moulee’’ is briefly this: 
Dolores King and Helena Maxon meet first 
as room-mates in a select boarding school, 
where the former is considered the model 
pupil of the establishment. Helena 
is quite childish and unformed in 
character although 17 years of age, 
while Dolores, the undesired offspring ofa 
loveless marriage, has imbibed all the undesir- 
able opinions of a cynical, bitter old bachelor 
uncle with whom she lives and who is bitterly 
opposed to marriage on account of having 
been deceived by a. young woman in his 
youth. Helena, on the contrary, is the 
only child of parents whose whole life 
is one of love for each other 
and their child. She has been trained on a 
system, with a result that does not strike us 
as 80 perfect as the author evidently intends 
to make it appear. She brings her doll to 
school with her to the amazement and disgust 
of her companion, and is fully as babyish as 
that fact would intimate, notwithstanding that 
her ‘‘figure was voluptuously developed.’’ 
She is all gush, innocence and kisses, while 
the stern Dolores patronizes her from the 
height of her three extra years of bitter and 
cynical experience. Their school days over, 
Dolores celebrates her freedom by reading a 
farewell address to her assembled school- 
mates, teachers and friends, on the theme of 
Woman: Her duties and Her Dangers,’’ 

In terse and finely chosen sentences, she 
denounced © as a bondage and slavery 
ofthe most de ing type—opposed to the 
highest in of society asa whole and 

woman in particular. She quoted liberally 
from various authors to substantiate her as- 
sertions and closed with an eloquent appeal to 
all her class-mates,to avoid this dangerous 
and to go forth into the world, self -re - 
t and strong in their determination to 
make places and homes for themselves, un- 
pe rae tf indissoluble and uncongenial 
companio ps.’’ 

The principles she advocated in her school- 
days Dolores carried through her brief life. 
Shortly afterwards she started on a tour to 
Europe in company with a former friend of 
her dead mother’s, Mrs. Butler, and finally 
settied down on that continent, with this lady 
as companion. During their travels, which 
extended over five years, they fell in with Mr. 
Percy Durand, who was connected in some in- 
definite manner with a New York mercantile 
house, in whose interests and his own he was 
traveling over Europe. His ideas with regard 
to marriage were based on the same principles 
as Dolores’ own, he, like her uncle, having

This he 
foundin the person of Miss Helena Maxon, 
Dolores’ old schoolfellow, and the author's 
idea of a perfect woman. The simple school- 
girl had developed into an enthusiast on the 
subject of spiritualism, cremationism and 
other isms, and with ‘‘views’’ in general that 
would assuredly land her ina lunatic asylum 
if too broadly expressed in actual life. With 
this young woman ourinteresting young ex- 
ample of American manhood proceeded to fall 
madly in love, and reflecting that it might be 
advisable to be ‘‘off with the old love’’ before 
entering upon the new, began casting 
around for the means of shedding his 
bonds. Taking Helena into his con- 
fidence, that young lady, naturally 
overcome by the discovery that she had wonso 
magnificent a prize, melted into tears but de- 
clined to advise him, upon which Mr. Percy, 
thrown upon his own resources, decided to 
break his bonds himself.
